Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated that the amendment to the claims and 
Applicants' arguments addressed the art rejections. With regard to the rejections made under 35 USC 1 12, issues 
regarding the range of types of cell and the particular portion of the cell cycle from which the cell was obtained were 
discussed. Initially it was noted that the amendment to delete the "addition of a factor" addressed the greatest 
problimatic issue regardign the previous claims. With the pending claims Examiner agreed that scientifically, the 
methodology appeared to be enabled for a broad range of cell types and across a variety of species as long as the cell 
was undergoing mitosis. It was suggested that arguments and other possible evidence be made of record to support 
arguments of enablement of the breadth of the claims. Further, it was suggested that the claims may be amended to 
include more active method steps to distinguish the invention as set forth in the instant specification. 
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
